Bowles was nothing if not a journalist, 
utterly wra»pei up in his profession, 
and having a stpreme contempt for po- 
litical preferment. Mr. Greeley’s cour- 
age was sggrersive; Mr. Bowles’s was 
calm and invincible. Mr. Greeley was 
athorough partisan, and frequently 
sought public applause; Mr. Bowles 
loved the truth better than party, and 
never, Upon any occasion, obtruded 
his personality upon the public. Both 
were in earnest and both succeeded in 
leaving their impress upon the times 
in which they lived, but there are few 
who would not prefer the fame of Mr. 
Bowles to that of Mr. Greeley. 


“HEL AL CLALMS.” 
The action of the house committee 
on military «affairs relative toa bill to 
authvrize and provide for the payment 
of all debts contracted by the govern- 
ment in certain atates since the close of 
the war,.is regarded as a significant 
Official expression of public sentiment.

The negroes are then told that they 
can pay their fare on the ship then and 
there, which will save them the neces- 
sity of hunting up the agents of the 
vessel in a strange city. A company of 
emigrants is formed, sometimes em- 
bracing several hundred negroes and

Only a day or two ago 
a number of colored people from the 
neighborhoo:) of Selma passed through 
this city on their way to Charleston to 
take passsge to Liberia upon a vessel 
that only exists in the imagination of 
some swindler. It seems to us 
that it is the duty of the 
American colonization society 
to take some steps to prevent these 
outrages upun the negroes; at any rate 
that is the only remedy that suggests 
itself. We suppose, however, that the 
avil will have to work its own cure, 
but it does aeem that charity would 
perform a kindly office in overtaking 
and hanging these worse than thieves 
who are engaged in bringing so much 
disaster, and distress, and desolation 
upon these poor creatures.

Cathoiie authority, says. “A person 
who is invincibly ignorant of the 
church, ard pats no Other cbstacle in 
the way to heaven, may be saved, 
though outwardly heis not joined to 
the church.” But it is useless to begin 
quoting Catholic authorities, for they 
ail, frown the fathers down, bear the 
same testimony as to thuse who are 
truly igdorant of the trutb.

“B.” makes a great flourish about 
Mulicr’s declaration that all Protestants 
are in ein. Let us extract the fanys 
froma the serpent that lays coiled be~ 
neaih this bravado.

HERESY AND UNBELIEFP ARE SINA, 


and deadly sins, which exclude those 
who die in them from the kingdom of 
heaven, and that Bishop Beckwith 
himself regards them as sins “awful” 
in their nature, can be seen from his 
letter to Rey. Ben Johnson. But she 
also teaches that two things are neces- 
sary to commit a mortal sin: sutticient 
knowledge of the evil,and malice of the 
will, while Beckwith holds “schiem” to 
be damnable anyhow, as he made no 
exception in his letter. And as there 
are persons who, for the want of these 
coaditions, commit actions which are 
materially wrong, but formally not 
criminal, so there are persons who live 
m material heresy, without 
being formally guilty of sin in the sight 
of God. Thusa man who fails away 
from the Catholic church, and dies in 
that condition, is formally guilty 
of the “awful sin” ot heresy, 
as Bishop Beckwith declares Mr. John- 
sou to be, and wi'l be condemned, Bat 
that man hasa family, this fami y isin 
“founder,” vet Meta ie ey ‘Deing formal, 
not beitig of malice, no penalty attaches 
if they earnestly seek the truth and die 
in the searchol it. Thus it will bereen 
that the sin in which Protestants live, 
be'ng formal only in the fonnders and 
dishonest members who refuse or neg- 
lect to investigate, and being material 
only in the great and honest body of 
the people, the great majority have 
nothing between them and heaven, ex- 
cept the workings of their owa free 
will. 


CONCLUSIONS REACHED, 

Uatholic doctrines are to be judged as 
interpreted by the defining authority of 
the church, and not as distorted by her 
enemics.

The Catholic rule, theu, covers every 
living creature in whose breast burae 
the fire of continu»us honesty ; and only 
the willful and impenitent are really 
excluded; while under the rule of 
Bwshop Beckwith itis an “awful sin” 
to be in “schism’’—no exception being 
made for honesty. It “‘wouads” the 
body ot Christ, it is “infidel” in its 
terdency, it is an “awful ein in the 
sight of God and man” to he anything 
else but an Episcopalian of the precise 
Beekwitbian type; no man can enter 
beaveon unless he ‘presents Beckwith’s 
certificate to the keeper of the “Golden 
Gate !”
